Military Triumph 
Can Be Had Without

WASHINGTON 
UP)—Gen. 


James A. Van Fleet declared 
today the United Nations 
forces can win a military vic- 
tory in Korea without neces- 
sarily broadening the war. 


"That is my personal opinion," 


the four-star general told the House 
Armed Services Committee. 
He 


added he would have to discus: 
any details in a closed session. 


Van Fleet called the present war 


situation of stabilized lines a "sit 
down of our own choice." He said 
it is "not a checkmate, not even 
a stalemate." 


Rep. Vinson (D-Ga) asked the 


former Korean commander "If an 
offensive is launched, wouldn't that 
be broadening the war?" 


"Not necessarily," replied the 


general. "That's my opinion. It 
would not."

Spectators crowded into the big 


hearing room in the House Office 
Building.

Van Fleet asserted at the outset 


that he would not publicly discuss 
military planning in Korea. 


"I can't of course, talk about 


plans as a matter of policy—not 
my policy but yours," he said. 


He was refering to a statement 


by Chairman Dewey Short (R-Mo) 
that the general was under no re- 
straint in his testimony but should 
use his own judgment about saying 
nothing "to give comfort to the 
enemy." 


Van Fleet repeated a belief he 


had expressed in Korea when he 
was retiring from his command- 
that the United Nations could have 
won a military victory in the 
spring of 1951. 


Could Have Won 


He said that after a Communist 


offensive 
was beaten back the 


United Nations forces had crippled 
the Reds so seriously they could 
have driven on to victory if the 
U. N. Command had not ordered

WASHINGTON—W>—President Eisenhower, expressed his sympathy 


to the Russian people today in commenting on the serious illness of 
Premier Stalin. 


The president voiced hope in a 


statement that God will watch over 
the Soviet peoples "regardless of 
the identity of government person- 
alities." 


Message Text 


The text of the statement: „ 
"At this moment in history when 


multitudes of Russians are anxi- 
ously concerned because of the ill- 
ness 
of the 
Soviet ruler 
the 


thoughts of America go out to all 
the people of the USSR—the men 
and women, the boys and girls—in 
the villages, cities, farms and fac- 
tories of their homeland. 


"They are the children'of the 


same God who is the Father of all 
peoples everywhere. And like all 
peoples, Russia's millions share 
our longing for a friendly and 
peaceful world. 


"Regardless of the identity of 


g o v e r n m e n t personalities, the 
srayer of us Americans continues 
o be that the Almighty will watch 
over the people of that vast coun- 
i-y and bring them, in his wisdom, 
opportunity to live their lives in a 
world where all men and women 
and children dwell in peace and 
comradeship." 


To Office Early 


James C. Hagerty, the White 


House press secretary, told news- 
men Eisenhower went to his office 


little before 6:30 (GST), some- 


what earlier than usual. 


There he met with Allen Dulles, 


lead of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and discussed with him 
he international situation as it 
might be affected by Stalin's col- 
apse. 


Eisenhower also kept in touch

London Speculates 
That Soviet Leader 
May Noiv Be Dead 


LONDON (^P)—Moscow an- 


nounced today that Joseph 
Stalin" is gravely ill after suf- 
fering a brain stroke. Leaders 
of the Communist satellites in 
Europe were reported called 
to Moscow—adding to specu- 
lation that the Russian prime 
minister may already be dead. 


First word of the illness of the 


73-year-old dictator came soon aft- 
er sunup, in a Moscow broadcast 
saying he had suffered the stroke 
Sunday night—more than 48 hours 
earlier. Stalin was described as in 
a coma, with his body partly para- 
lyzed and his condition grave. 


Speculate on Death 


There was immediate specula- 


tion among diplomats here that 
Stalin already was dead, and that 
the Communist party was leading 
up to the disclosure of that in easy 
stages. Then East Berlin associ- 
ates of Walter Ulbricht, communist 
boss of East Germany, reported he 
had flown to Moscow Tuesday 
night—on Moscow's orders. Ger- 
man sources said they understood 
top men in all satellites had been 
called to Moscow. 
. • 


A lot of guesswork was involved, 


pending a final clarification from 
Moscow, but some Western diplo- 
mats said .handling of the illness 
announcement supported their the- 
ory that the dictator was dead. 


Conversely, others expressed be- 


lief no announcement would hav~» 
been made at this time unless 
there were signs Stalin was on the 
mend. The announcement spoke of 
Stalin's "temporary withdrawal" 
from leadership of the Soviet Union 
and -the Communist party. 


Hold Up News 


Western correspondents in Mos- 


cow were unable, because of cen- 
sorship, to indulge in any sort of 
speculation. Even the official an- 
nouncement of Stalin's illness was 
held up in Moscow until it could be 
passed formally through censor- 
ship. 


There is the possibility that tha 


matter of Stalin's successor may 
have been decided long ago. Geor- 
gi M. Malenkov, a ruthless follow- 
er of Stalin's methods, has been 
mentioned most prominently in the 
West in the'last year as the prob- 
able successor, but there is always 
a chance that other figures such 
as V. M. Molotov and L. P. Beria 
will be included in the new setup. 


There is considerable doubt, too, 


whether a Soviet government un- 
der new leadership would be any 
easier for the West to get along 
with. 


Ruled Since 1924 


Stalin has led the government 


since 1924, when V. I. Lenin died. 
He led the Soviet people to victory 
in World War II, and his illness 
comes only a few weeks after the 
10th anniversary of the Battle of 
Stalingrad, turning point of that 
war for the Soviet forces. 


The paralytic stroke Stalin suf- 


fered evidently is similar to that 
which killed Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
his wartime ally. President Roose- 
velt, who met with 
Stalin at 


Tehran and Yalta in wartime con- 
ferences, died at 63 in 1945.

state superintendent of public in- 
struction, i told an estimated 200 . 
persons here Monday night that" 
there were no communist faculty 
members in Illinois' grade and 
high schools but that he believed 
the state's colleges andumveisities* 
hold some Red sympathizers. 


Nickell's appearance here was 


sponsored by the Ogle 
County 


Classroom Teachers association, 
the Ogle County Repuohcan Wom- 
an's club and the Oregon Commu- 
nity Motheis club. 


Nickell said that there weie no 


communists 
to 
his 
knowledge 


teaching in the grade and high 
school systems in Illinois. He felt 
that some of the colleges and uni- 
versities might have some faculty - 
membeis with communist lean- 
ings. 


Nickell continued that most com- 


munists cannot be tiaced to the " 
public schools because children are 
taught and convinced that liberty 
is worth dying foi. 
" 


The mam objective of public edu- 


cation is to train our citizens to . 
become enlightened members of,' 
our icpublic, Nickell stated. 


He feels that schools have failed 


in the icspect that "we do not 
appieciate the fieedom and the 
oppoi tunity that America gives" 
us." 


He declared that education is a 


state function and not a federal, 
one. It is the duty of the state 
legislatuie that all childien be 
given a common school education, i 
He also stiessed the fact that the 
church. Girl and Boy Scout groups 
and community organizations help 
to teach our children and citizens 
to become better Americans. 


Every public school teacher is' 


required to teach honesty, justice, 
kindness to birds and animals, 
safety education, slate and nation- 
al constitutions and proper use 
and display of the flag. 


The first superintendent of pub- 


lic instiuction uas appointed in 
1856 
by the goveinor with the con- 


sent of the state legislature. His 
powers are limited but he is the 
head of the Illinois school system. 
Nickell explained. 


"Public education in the United 


States grew out of the church," 
Nickell asserted. 


Early settlers came here to wor- 


ship God and since it was neces- 
saiy to study the Bible dt was im- 
perative that male citizens be able 
to read. That was the beginning 
of public education, Nickell said. 


In Illmois' early history the edu- 


cational tax was optional so tax- 
payers then as now did not pay 
voluntarily. The legislature 
was 


compelled to make the educational 
tax compulsory, he pointed out. 


In closing, Nickell said it is the 


duty of our public schools to make 
children understand that, our na- 
tion is strong and that we must 
protect our liberties.

named hill southeast of Kumsong.

fore dark. Another 90 Reds were 
estimated killed and 60 wounded. 


American fighter-bombers dart- 


ed through the early morning mist 
and plastered the attacking Reds 
with napalm bombs and tons of 
high explosives.

continued strikes at regular inter- 
vals throughout the day. 


Allied artillery and mortar shells 


ripped the Red lines, but failed to 
stop the dogged Chinese. 


The Central Front fighting was 


the only major scrap along the 
battle line.

Germans Should Bury Legend of 


Nazi Generals' Innocence 


Field Marshal Gcrd Von Runstedt, who died in obscurity 


the other day, was the very prototype of the Prussian Ger- 
man general, the symbol of the militarism that twice within 
a generation plunged the world into war. 


Von Runstedt loomed large in the pattern of Nazi vic- 


tories in World War II before the Allies finally turned the 
tide'. His forces attained the first great success of the con- 
flict by enveloping the main Polish armies west of Warsaw 
in 1939. 


Later he commanded the armies which broke into the 


Low Countries and through Sedan on into central France 
in 1940. Then followed important triumphs on the Russian 
front in the first great eastern campaign. 


Hitler, periodically suspicious of his generals, side- 


tracked von Runstedt for a time, but he was in full command 
of the Nazi defenses when the Allies landed at Normandy 
in June, 1944. Here he failed and was replaced, only to 


1 return for one last effort—the famed Battle of the Bulge 


in December of that year.

After the war, the Germans, anxious to convince their 


.conquerors that Hitlerism was something they had no power 
'to resist, strove mightily to build a legend that freed them 
of blame for the war. Part of this legend was that the Ger- 
'man generals really opposed the conflict and were unsympa- 
thetic to Nazism, 


The careful students of the facts do not accept this facile 


"explanation. They declare that the evidence indicates the 
loverwhelming majority of generals gave either active or 
•tacit support to the Nazi movement. They add that while 
,'some disagreed as to timing and strategy, it cannot be dem- 
;onstrated that they were genuinely opposed to a German 
.'war of conquest.

• Von Runstedt, the perfect Prussian who by every mark 


lof his haughty breed should have held the neurotic, fanatic 
•Hitler in contempt, had the military means to block Hitler's 
Irise to power in the early 1930's. But he did not. He fur- 
;nished arms to Hitler's street brawlers and strong-arm 
'squads.

When Hitler cast off the last treaty bonds that limited 


•German rearmament, he gave von Runstedt a high com- 
;mand post in the vastly expanded Nazi army. The Prussian 
•did not refuse it, nor is there any proof he was unhappy 
!about the assignment to lead Nazi forces in assault upon a 
•pitifully weak Poland.

One by one, the German generals of World War II are 


.dying off. With them should be buried forever the danger- 
lous fantasy that they were in any moral way better than 
;the fanatical Nazis they served.

An organization of Civil Service employes re- 


cently wrote me as much in sorrow as in anger to 
remonstrate against an observation of mine that 
the Civil Service had become a monstrous thing, 
protecting countless useless employes in artificial 
jobs under conditions which gave them a first lien 


on our income taxes practically for life. Trie reactions of the Civil 
Service to this statement of indisputable fact were very abusive in 
some cases, but I have learned that if one is not too sensitive it is 
all .to the good to poke up the animals. It stimulates discussion and 
you find out things. 


One fact which I have established beyond challenge is that these 


parasites on the living' body of the best element of our nation, mean- 
ing the people who pay the taxes as distinguished from those who de- 
vour them, hold thfimselves to be much more precious and deserv- 
ing than we are. They insist on special pension systems far more 
generous than the old age pensions and the old age assistance doles 
which we producers of taxes are offered and compelled to buy. 
Judges, district attorneys, congressmen, clerks and a thousand va- 
rieties and grades of sedentary bureaucrats are counting the years 
or months until they will be able to claim their pensions, retire and 
take new jobs out of the Civil Service or just go to Florida or San 
Diego and vegetate. To be sure, they pay varying proportions toward 
these pensions but it is equally sure that we producers of taxes, again 
distinguished from the consumers of taxes, also pay a share. 


Certainly in sense and fairness, 


the parasites of the Civil Service 
should not receive at our expense 
pensions bigger than those pro- 
vided for ourselves in social se- 
cuity and old age assistance. But 
they are 
hysterical 
with rage 


when you suggest that we who 
have worked in private 
indus- 


try or on our own, as doctors, law- 
yers and so forth, and provided 
that money for their wages all 
through the years, deserve pen- 
sions at least as big as theirs. Or. 
put a better way, that if the so- 
cial security rate is good enough 
for us, it ought to be for them. 


I must soften the general de- 


scription of the public employes 
as parasites by acknowledgment 
that many of them are as decent 
as any similar number of tax-pro- 
ducers. There 
is a disposition 


among their trade journals to de- 
pict them as self-sacrificing patri- 
ots who leave us in their debt and 
that, of course, is Incorrect. But 
some of them are, as I say, capa- 
ble workers and reasonably Indus- 
trious. This acknowledgment be- 
ing made, however, we must re- 
turn to the fact that the whole 
horde of them are fastened on us 
like ticks in the hide of a brute. 
We have got to find some way of 
getting them off and it seems that 
the method will have to be harsh 
because they have been granted 
many advantages over the rest of 
us which they do not deserve. We 
have got to even things up some 
way. 


Senator Olin D. Johnston, (D), 


of South Carolina,

last year when I found disgrace- 
ful waste among the leeches of 
the HICOG and the State depart- 
ment.

among those on the short end of 
the stick. His proposition seems 
to be that the least should be 
raised to the highest level rather 
than the" reverse.

But the fed- 
eral Civil Service contains more 
than 2,200,000 jobs and then there

The Doctor Says; 


Ask Doctor's Advice Before 
Deciding to* Adopt a Child 


In most respects'there are no 1m 


portant differences between the 
health problems of adopted chil- 
dren and those who are not. There 
are, 
however, several 
problems 


connected with adoption, or ques- 
tions concerning adoption' which 
constantly crop 
up and. which 


make a great deal of difference 
both to the child and to the adop- 
tive parents. 


First, and most important, the 


question of adoption usually comes 
up for couples who desire children 
but do not seem able to have any of 
their own. Furthermore, there are 
nany infants or children who are 
deprived of normal family life by 
their parents death or 
perhaps 


economic disaster, and who can be 
fiyen their birthright of family 
ife only if they are adopted. 
Thus it is frequently desirable 


both from the standpoint of the 
child and of some married couples 
to join together and form a normal 
iamily unit of parents and child or 
children. 


It is perhaps too easy to decide. 
'Let's adopt a child." It cannot 
be emphasized too often that adop- 
tion is not a step which should 
be tak<^n lightly.- 


The physical condition both of 
he prospective adopted child and 
of the prospective parents should 
be given serious consideration in 
advance if much gi-ief is to be 
avoided. 


Unhappily, the files of welfare 


agencies contain many instances in 
vhich an adopted child has some 
)hysical defect or disease which 
>rings much unhappiness to the 
adoptive parents, and the reverse 
s also the case to such a degree 
hat the couple making* the adop- 
.ion are unable to supply a rea- 
sonably satisfactory home life. 


In other words, this column rec- 


ommends that adoptions be made 
only with the best of advice from

child soon after an adoption. 


I do not know of any statistics 


on this, though there are certainly 
many instances in which a couple 
has gone childless for many years, 
ad9pted a child, and then shortly 
thereafter had one of their own: 
If there is any connection.between 
these two events rather than pure 
accident, it is certainly hard to 
explain on physiological grounds.

SPRINGFIELD (^)— Two 


of Gov. William G. Stratton's 
top legislative proposals were 
shelved temporarily today 
after being slapped down in 
the Illinois house on their 
first test. 


One of Ihc rebuffs to the Repub- 


lican governor was dealt Tuesday 
by the House Elections Committee 
which refused to endorse his 'bill 
for shifting the April primary elec- 
tion to June. 


The second came in the House 


when Democrats declined 
to go 


along ?.t this lime with his plan 
for a constitutional amendment to 
lengthen the terms of state treas- 
urers. 


Republicans Oppose 


Republicans themselves helped 


in shelving the primary bills, ar- 
puing that June was a busy time 
for farmers and that an election in 
that month would mean a smaller 
vote turnout. 


Rep. Franklin U. 
Stransky of 


Savanna, Stratton's House leader, 
urged support of the measuure on 
the grounds it would, shorten cam- 
paigns, aid candidates, and put the 
selection of national convention 
delegates closer to the actual time 
of picking a presidential nominee. 


But on a vole to give the bill a 


favorable recommendation, 
elec- 


tion committee members turned it 
down, 15 to 1?. Four Republicans 
ami 
11 Democrats made up the 


winning side. 


Postpone Vote

plete defeat by postponing further 
consideration. 
Stransky said the 


legislation may be revised in an 
attempt to overcome the criticism.

Shah Halt Intrigue 


TEHRAN, Iran UP) — Premier 


Mohammed Mossadegh kept up the 
offensive today in his struggle for 
power with Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi, demanding that Parlia- 
ment intervene ' in alleged royal 
court intrigues against nig govern- 
ment. 


The move was disclosed Tuesday 


night by the semi-official news- 
paper Bakhtar Emrooz as Tehran 
returned closer to normal after 
riotous demonstrations in which 
'three persons were killed and an 
estimated 60 injured since Satur- 
day. 


List Demands 


Bakhtar Emrooz said Mossadegh 


is insisting that Parliament ap- 
proach the royal court and demand 
elimination of intrigues. The news- 
paper asserted that the Premier 
has threatened to call a referen- 
dum of the people if the palace 
does not take action against the 
alleged plotters. 


If the referendum is favorable 


to him, the newspaper said, the 
Premier will be in a position to 
act for himself. If the vote goes 
against him, he will resign, it add- 
ed. 


Just when Parliament could take 


any action was not clear, however. 
The legislators, scheduled to con- 
sider a motion of confidence in the 
Premier, were 
presented 
from 


meeting Tuesday when opposition 
deputies boycott the session. There 
were indications, though, that some 
oppositionists were now tending to- 
ward the Mossadegh banner. 


City Quiet; 


The capital city was quiet today. 


Shops and bazaars that closed 
down at the start of the trouble 
Saturday night were beginning to 
open. With the apparent passing of 
the crisis, 28 pro-Mossadegh depu- 
ties moved out of their refuge in 
the 'Parliament building and re- 
turned home.

NAM Asks Congressmen 
To Outlaw Union Shop 


WASHINGTON «P>— The Nationa 


Association of Manufacturers to 
day asked Congress to outlaw in 
dustry-wide" strikes and outlaw al 
forms of "compulsory unionism' 
such as the union shop. 


The NAM claims to represent 8 


per cent of the nation's manufac 
turing capacity and to have more 
than 9,000 members. 


In a statement prepared for th 


House Labor Committee, George 
W. Armstrong jr., chairman of th< 
association's Industrial Relation 
Committee, said: 


"Aside from compulsory union 


ism, the greatest source of monop 
oly powers lies in industry-wide 
bargaining." 


Unions Opposed 


On those two proposals, the AFL 


CIO and other organized labor 
groups have taken a position prc 
cisely opposite to that outlined by 
the NAM. 


The House committee-is holding 


extensive hearings on proposec 
changes to the Taft-Hartley Act 
the nation's basic labor law since 
1947. AFL President George Meany 
testified Tuesday. 


On the question of industry-wide 


bargaining, Armstrong said: 


"Where collective bargaining ex- 


ists it should be carried on at the 
company and plant level. The Na- 
tional Labor . Relations Board 
should not be permitted to certify 
a common bargaining agent for 
the employes of more than, one 
competing employer." 


Separate Unions 


This would mean employes of 


competing employers would be or- 
ganized into separate unions. In 
last year's big steel dispute for 
example, it would have meant that 
each steel company would have 
bargained with s. separate uni 
instead 
of all bargaining with 


Philip Murray, late president of 
the CIO United Steelworkers. 


On the question of "compulsory 


Unionism," Armstrong termed that 
"the antithesis of free choice" and 
an invasion of the employe's right 
to join or not Join a union. 


The Taft-Hartley Act outlaws the 


closed shop, under which union 
membership is required before a 
worker can go on the job. It allows 
the "union shop," under which a 
new employe must join the union 
ivithin a 
fixed period after he

Eisenhower, still wanting to carry 


out as much of the campaign 
pledge as possible while giving 
hope to the enslaved, suggested to 
Congress a resolution he would like 
it to pass. 


In part it said: ". . . The U. S. 


rejects any interpretations or appli- 
cations of any international agree- 
ments made by Presidents Roose- 
velt and Truman. They expressed 
willingness to go along, which is 
what Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles wanted. 


But Republicans 
in Congress 


weren't satisfied. Wary of using the 
word "repudiate" in the resolution, 
they still wanted to express some 
reservations about those 
agree 


ments. 


So Republicans on the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee de- 
cided Tuesday to add this sentence 
to the resolution: "The adoption 
of this resolution does not consti- 
tute any determination by the Con- 
gress as to the validity or invalidity 
of any of the provisions of the said 
agreements and understandings." 


Cast Doubts 


This certainly cast doubt on what 


Roosevelt and Truman had done. 


Some Democrats raised the ques- 


tion : "How can Congress denounce 
Stalin for breaking agreements 
which Congress isn't willing to 
recognize as agreements?" 


Worse yet, from the viewpoint 


of Dulles who had hoped for un- 
animity on the resolution, it began 
to look as if the Democrats might 
vote against the whole resolution.

CHICAGO—</P>—A trucking com- 


pany executive said Tuesday * 
$1.50 
surcharge on shipments under 


5,000 pounds — backed by 
the 


Central States Motor Freight Asso- 
ciation — is costing him business. 


R. H. Sprehe, president of Cen- 


tralia Cartage Co., Centralia, 111., 
testified at a hearing of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission wm'ch 
authorized the surcharge in May, 
1952. 
The surcharge was advocated 


by the association. It is voluntary 
and most of the members of the 
association, 
including 
Centralia 


Cartage, levied it. 


Examiner James J. Williams, 


conducting the hearings, said now 
some of the association members 
contend that non-members, not 
charging the $1.50, are

business away from them. 


Williams said the hearings —
